I was 
not then at Fontainbleau, but I know as well 
as if 1 had been there, that this touch'd her 
very nearly, and that afterwards ſpeaking to 
Monfieur of the King, with a Heart full of 
Sorrow, ſhe ſaid, You ſee how he treats me. At- 
ter that, ſhe went into her little Chamber, lean- 
ing on Monfieur to go upon the Terras-Walk, 
in order to avoid being ſeen by the Croud. 
that waited in the great Room. 'Fhere ſhe 
pour d out her Tears to the Prince, and faid 
to another that was' with her, (from * whom 
I had it not long after) Do you think that the 
King and 1055 e together in the Cloſet? I do 
ure you, No, and that we came out juſt as 
We went in. That Night ſhe wou'd not ſup 

with her Family, becauſe indeed ſhe foun 
herſelf not well. As the Ring was coming to

IT he King on his part, from his good Na- 
ture, and from a Diſſatisfaction with himſelf, 
went to her with a ſincere Intention to be re- 
concil'd to her; but the impatience of the 
Queen Mother to fulfil the Will of God, made 
her, as ſoon as ſhe ſaw the Prince enter her 
Chamber, haſten all ſhe cou'd to ſpeak to 
him firſt; and (as ſhe made me privy to every 
thing) ſhe did me the honour to tell me, that 
ſhe was very well pleas'd with the King, and 
that God fully-recompens'd the Sacrifice ſhe 
intended to have made to him: for the King 
ſpoke to her in a very obliging and ſubmiſſive 
manner, aſk d her Pardon on his Knees, 
wept grievouſly for having offended: her; and 
his Deportment ſhew'd a Mind ſo affectionate 
and reſpectful, that ſhe had then reaſon to 
bleſs God for having given her * Eſtos hijos, 
who made her ſometimes ſuffer, becauſe no 
one is pie 5 but who oftner-gave her very 
great Cauſe. of Joy and Conſolation. The 
King own'd to her that he had not ſlept all 
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Night for Grief that he had offended her; and | 
as the had oſten ſignify d to le Tellier, who 
acquainted: the King of it, that ſhe long d tio 
retire to V. al de Gr ace, that- illuſtrious. Son 
inſtantly intreated her to think of it no more, 
and preſs'd her to give him her Promiſe that 
| the wou'd never leave him. Thus theſe two 
Royal Perfons imparting their Reſentments - 
and Repentance to one another, were better 
pleas'd, and more aſſur d of each other's Love, 
than if they had neyer done any thing to vio- 
late their mutual Friendſhip; and by this Re- 
conciliation were more certain of the Strength 
of it. The King communicated his Joy to le 
Tellier, and ſaid to him. (as that Miniſter 
biraſelf told me, when I ſaw him) that if the 
Queen his Mother had not ſpoke firſt to him, 
he went to her with an intention to make all 
Advantages; and he confeſs'd. to le Tellier 
that he found he could not be eaſy without 
her, and that his Love for her was B76 that 
it wou'd have oblig'd him, he thought, to do 
every thing to regain her. : 


After this happy Reconciliation, the Queen-. 
Mother, who was a Chriſtian as well as a ten- 
der Mother, immediately reafluming her No- 
tions of Virtue and Wiſdom, did not fail to 
remind the King of his Condition. She told 
him, That he was too much intoxicated with. 
his Grandeur, and that he ſet no Bounas ei- 
ther to his Deſires or Revenge : ſhe repreſent- 
ed to him likewiſe the danger he was in, with 
regard to his Salvation; and faid in ſhort all 
ſhe cou'd to make him enter into himſelf, and 
to oblige him at leaſt. to deſire Strength 3 ; 
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230 Memoirs for the Hiſtory ' 
break the Chains that bound him to Sin. He 
anſwer d her cordially with Tears of -Grief 
that came from the bottom of his Heart, 
in which there were fill ſome Remains of

reſtrain himſẽ mM offending God, and from 
giving himſelf up to his Paſſions ; but that be 
was oblig d to own to her that they wert be.

them. He own'd that he had a long Diſpute 
with himſelf, whether he ſhou'd aſk the La- 
dies of Quality to keep Company with Made- 
moiſelle Je la Valiere; but that at laſt he had 
reſolv'd it ſhou'd be fo, becauſe ſhe defir'd d 
it, and he begg'd of his Mother not to oppole 
it.

The Difference 
between them, and ſuch Perſons whoſe Me- 
mory is ſtain'd, is, that their Virtues have 
outftrip'd their Vices, that they knew the-lat- 
ter, and were at leaſt aſham'd of theni; that, 
in e they diſtinguiſh'd between 
Good and Evil, and eſteem'd the one, and 
condemn'd the other.
